This  year,  at  the  request  of 
the  Executive  Council,  Mr.  Per- 
ry has  organized,  with  the  as- 
sistance of  Carolyn  James,  an 
office  of  Campus  Publicity.  This 
office  makes  available  to  stu- 
dents the  supplies  so  necessary 
for  advertising  and  decorating  of 
dances,  parties,  assemblies,  etc. 
The  office  is  located  in  the  base- 
ment of  the  Student  Service  Cen- 
ter. In  it  are  contained  various 
poster  supplies:  paper,  paints, 
brushes,  thumbtasks,  scissors, 
rulers,  T-squares,  erasers,  etc. 

Material  Schedule 

A student  serving  on  a com- 
mittee and  needing  these  materi- 
als may  call  at  this  office  any 
day  between  2 and  3 p.m.  There 
he  may  purchase  what  materials 
he  needs  at  the  wholesale  price. 
For  example,  the  average  cost 
for  a poster  is  25c  (15c  for  pa- 
per, 10c  for  use  of  paints).  Stu- 
dents may  even  make  their  pos- 
ters in  this  office,  if  they  are 
careful  to  schedule  a time  for  its 
use  with  the  secretary  to  the 
Student  Coordinator.  If  an  or- 
ganization is  in  need  of  personnel 
to  do  poster  work  for  them,  Mr. 
Perry  and  Miss  James  will  sup- 
ply them  with  names  of  compe- 
tent artists  and  workers. 

Consequently,  the  office  is  de- 
signed to  be  used  by  the  stu- 
dents. It  will  be  of  unprecedented 
help  to  campus  organizations. 
However,  one  restriction  has 
been  made.  Individual  campaign- 
ers are  not  eligible  to  use  the 
office.  All  other  organizations 
may  do  so. 

Incidentally,  Mr.  Perry  has  is- 
sued a call  for  willing  students 
to  assist  in  this  new  undertaking.

Keys  Make  Like  Leporidae; 
Grow  To  Vast  Master  File

Keys  like  leporidae  have  mul- 
tiplied at  BYU,  from  a grand- 
daddy  system  of  5 to  over  4,000 
children  keys.  Envisioned  for  the 
future  however,  is  just  a two  key 
master  system. 

1,872  file  keys  are  the  parents 
of  the  4,000  keys  used  to  ob- 
tain entrance  to  the  many  doors 
on  campus.  The  1,872  file  keys 
are  cross-referenced  with  all  the 
doors  on  the  campus,  and  can  be 
found  by  a number  in  the  filing 
cabinet  in  the  buildings  and 
grounds  office. 

Keys  to  each  door  of  new 
buildings  are  filed  and  given  a 
special  cross  reference  number  by 
which  they  are  known,  accord- 
ing to  Robert  Hellewell,  build- 
ings and  grounds  head. 

When  a key  is  needed  it  can 
be  obtained  by  asking  the  girl  in 
charge  of  the  key  cabinet.  Refer- 
ring to  the  cross  reference,  she 
finds  the  file  key  and  orders  a 
new  key  made  by  the  key-smith 
of  the  campus. 

There  are  now  two  different 
key  systems  on  the  campus,  Yale 
and  Schlage.  The  Yale  system  is 
in  the  older  buildings  such  as 
the  Brimhall  and  Maeser.  Schlage 
system  is  in  the  Physical  Sci- 
ence, Student  Service  Center  and 
all  new  buildings  being  erected 
on  campus. 

Officials  of  buildings  and 
grounds  hope  to  combine  all  locks 
on  campus  under  one  system  in 
the  future.  From  this  integration 


they  will  develop  a two-key  mas- 
ter system  by  which  they  can 
control  all  locks  on  campus. 

The  school  now  has  a con- 
tract with  Schlage  Key  Company 
for  a particular  cut  of  key.  This 
contract  assures  the  school  of 
having  the  only  system  of  this 
type  in  this  area,  thus  protect- 
ing the  school  and  preventing 
use  of  keys  from  other  Schlage 
systems. 

When  a person  obtains  a key 
from  the  buildings  and  grounds 
office  he  signs  a contract  stat- 
ing he  will  not  have  the  key 
duplicated.  If  he  does  duplicate 
a key  it  can  easily  be  recognized 
and  the  person  will  be  dealt  with 
according  to  the  law. 

Scholarship  Fund 
Slated  for  Pianist 

A $2000  scholarship  for  ad- 
vanced piano  study  was  an- 
nounced today  by  Mrs.  H.  B. 
Hensel,  Provo,  president  of  the 
Utah  Chapter  of  National  Feder- 
ation of  Music  Clubs. 

The  scholarship,  a special  Sten- 
way  Centennial  Award,  will  be 
awarded  to  a piahist  of  concert 
calibre  chosen  through  nation- 
wide auditions.

Now  I 
can  be  human — be  one  of  the 
college  bunch,  on  a par  witii 
them  in  chances  for  scholar- 
ship, etc.”

Gets  ‘Look;’ 

To  Seat  10,000 

The  construction  of  new  seat- 
ing areas  will  soon  be  underway 
ini  the  Brigham  Young  Univer- 
sity fieldhouse.  With  other  im- 
provements planned  the  Cougar 
plant  undoubtedly  will  rank  with 
the  top  in  the  nation,  according 
to  fieldhouse  officials. 

The  major  improvement  con- 
cerns the  addition  of  new  seat- 
ing. After  the  bleachers  over  the 
indoor  track  are  extended  west, 
the  seating  capacity  of  10,00J 
will  be  reached.  Five  hundred 
additional  seats  can  be  put  up  be- 
hind the  screens  at  the  north  and 
south  ends,  so  that  an  estimated 
11,000  fans  can  be  accommodated 
at  any  single  event,  the  officials 
said. 

Three  Sections 

The  new  seats  will  be  added 
to  three  sections.  The  bleachers 
over  the  track  will  extend  west, 
and  the  area  where  the  students 
generally  sit  during  the  basket- 
ball season  will  also  be  extended 
westward  to  the  wall.  Special 
concrete  foundations  are  being 
erected  to  anchor  these  new  sec- 
tions. 

It  is  not  knowxi  when  the  new 
sections  will  be  completed,  but 
it  is  hoped  that  they  will  be 
ready  for  use  by  the  opening  of 
Skyline  play  the  first  of  the  year. 

Other  Projects 

Other  projects  will  also  tend 
to  make  the  fieldhouse  a top 
college  arena.  Included  will  be 
a ticket  office  for  the  main  lobby 
and  a photography  booth  over 
the  east  section  for  the  filming 
of  home  games. 

Seven  new  portable  turnstiles 
have  also  been  purchased  for 
use  in  ticket  taking  at  all  en- 
trances.

ON  THE  SIDELINE

There  was  an  editorial  in  the  Universe  a few  weeks  ago  stat- 
ing that  BYU  is  now  one  of  the  largest  church-owned  universities 
in  the  nation— bigger  than  Fordham,  Southern  Methodist,  Notre 
Dame,  and  Baylor,  to  name  a few.  Well  we’d  like  to  bet  next  month’s 
rent  that  nearly  every  one  of  these  other  church  schools  can  field 
a football  that  makes  BYU  look  like  a class  C-high  school. 

Why?  It's  simple.  Because  BYU  has  about  14  men  that  belong 
on  a college  football  team. 

This  fall  29  men  turned  out  for  practice  here.  Any  self-respect- 
ing high  school  can  muster  at  least  100  men  on  opening  day.  Why 
again?  Because  BYU  offers  so  much  less  than  any  other  school  in 
the  conference  that  most  athletes  can’t  afford  to  come  here. 

At  Least  a Fair  Shake 

Now  no  one  is  for  treating  the  athletes  “special”  or  buying 
players.  But  in  the  first  place  they  report  to  practice  a month  before 
school  starts  and  lose  a month’s  wages.  Then  after  school  starts  they 
practice  four  hours  a day,  plus  chalk  talks.  Besides  being  expected 
to  keep  their  grades  up,  at  BYU  the  athletes  are  expected  to  work 
two  or  three  hours  a day  during  the  season.  Try  adding  six  hours 
a day  to  your  own  schedule  and  see  how  it  fits  in.  The  players 
should  at  least  get  board  and  room  during  the  season  so  that  they 
could  concentrate  on  playing  football  and  studying. 

Only  one  junior  college  transfer  was  given  a grant-in-aid  to  the 
learn  this  year,  and  it  is  from  the  junior  college  players  that  the 
gaps  must  be  filled.  It  takes  only  about  another  three  minutes  to 
run  a couple  of  touchdowns  over  that  weak  spot.  If,  for  instance,  we 
don’t  find  a quarterback  from  a junior  college  to  take  over  next 
year,  Chick  Atkinson  might  as  well  send  the  girls’  hockey  team  out 
on  the  field. 

It’s  A Matter  of  Business,  Too 

In  reality,  a good  football  team  is  good  business,  as  the  gate 
receipts  would  show  if  BYU  ever  put  out  a winning  team.  At  the 
University  of  Utah  homecoming  game  last  week,  the  announcer 
spoke  of  “a  very  poor  crowd”  of  only  about  13,000.  There  was  only 
about  6000  at  BYU’s  homecoming  game  the  week  before,  counting 
the  dogs  and  kids.  The  difference  is  made  up  in  cash  customers. 

The  basis  of  spirit  or  morale  on  any  team  is  competition,  but 
how  much  competition  is  there  on  our  squad  this  year?  The  top 
men  know  that  the  game  can’t  be  started  without  them  because 
there’s  nobody  to  replace  them.  And  usually  there  is  competition  all 
during  the  week  to  see  who  will  make  the  traveling  squad.  But  all 
Chick  Atkinson  can  say  is,  “The  bus  leaves  at  four,  boys.  Everybody 
who  wants  to  go  be  there.” 

Unfair  To  All  Concerned 

If  you’ve  been  out  of  Utah  you  realize  that  in  most  places  a 
college  is  judged  by  its  football  team.  Come  Thanksgiving  Day  next 
week,  BYU  will  be  judged  by  fifty  million  people  through  television. 
Unless  a miracle  happens,  there’s  liable  to  be  a bad  taste  in  fifty 
million  mouths  at  the  end  of  the  day  as  far  as  BYU  is  concerned. 

It’s  an  injustice  all  the  way  around.  It’s  unfair  to  the  coaches. 
It’s  unfair  to  the  players..  And  it’s  unfair  to  the  studentbody.  It 
might  be  nice  to  go  home  and  not  have  to  hang  your  head  whenever 
the  subject  of  football  comes  up. 

It  s especially  unfair  to  guys  like  Marion  Probert  and  Dewey 
Brundage,  who  would  be  recognized  as  two  of  the  finest  ends  in  the 
country  if  they  had  a good  team  to  support  them. 

So  let’s  stop  pussy-footing  around  a»d  come  to  earth.  We  can 
have  a good  football  team,  but  not  by  offering  the  worst  conditions 
in  the  conference.  Let’s  either  put  a football  team  on  the  field  or 
get  out  of  the  business.
